
PCTC Accomplishment Report 


01 - 31 AUGUST 2017 


The Philippine Center on Transnational Crime (PCTC) was established by virtue of 
Executive Order No. 62 and 100 to formulate and implement a concerted program of action 
of all law enforcement, intelligence and other government agencies for the prevention and 
control of large-scale crimes, such as drug trafficking, money laundering, arms smuggling, 
trafficking in persons, intellectual property rights violations, piracy on the high-seas and 
armed robbery on ships (PARAS), cyber-crime and terrorism. 

The PCTC undertakes the following functions: 

■ to establish a shared central database on all transnational crimes; 

■ to supervise and control the conduct of all anti-transnational crime operations of 
all government agencies and instrumentalities; 

■ to establish a central database on national as well as international legislation and 
jurisprudence on transnational crime; 

■ to establish a center for strategic research on the structure and dynamics of 
transnational organized crime; 

■ to design programs and projects aimed at enhancing national capacity- building 
in combating transnational crime; 

■ to explore and coordinate information exchanges and training local and foreign 
counterparts; 

■ to enlist the assistance of any department, bureau, office, agency, or 
instrumentality of the government, including the use of their respective 
personnel, facilities and resource, and 

■ to perform such functions and carry out such activities as may be directed by the 
President. 


I. OPERATIONS AGAINST TRANSNATIONAL ORGANIZED CRIMES 


Pursuant to its mandate, the following significant activities were accomplished based 
on its four-point Program of Action, namely; a). international cooperation b). capacity 
building c). information exchange and d). law enforcement and policy initiatives. 


A. DRUG TRAFFICKING: 

SUCCESSFUL DRUG INTERDICTION OF MARIA HINOJOSA BAZAN, A BOLIVIAN 
NATIONAL - On July 31, 2017, INTERPOL NCB Manila with the coordination of Ninoy 
Aquino International Airport - Drug Interdiction Task Group (NAIADITG) successfully 
interdicted Maria Hinojosa Bazan, a Bolivian national, with passport no. 3933438, DOB 
16/04/67, who arrived at the NAIA Terminal 1 at 1900hr on board of Ethiopian Airlines 
Flight No. ET628 from Sao Paulo to Manila, via Addis Ababa. Inspection of the subject's 
checked-in luggage yielded a still undetermined amount of liquid cocaine hydrochloride 
concealed in the lining of a winter jacket. 
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NCB MANILA ISSUED PURPLE NOTICE UNDER CONTROL NO. P-679/8-2017 A 
MODUS OPERANDI REGARDING ADHESIVE SEALANT TUBES FROM MEXICO 
CONTAINING P15-MILLION WORTH OF SHABU - On August 21, 2017, NCB Manila 
published the said Purple Notice. On July 9, 2017(Sunday), The Ninoy Aquino International 
Airport Inter-Agency Interdiction Task Group found 24 adhesive sealant tubes containing 
two (2) kilograms of shabu, in a package bore the name James Corpuz. After receiving 
intelligence report that illegal drugs were due to arrive from Mexico. The P15-M worth of 
shabu inside several packages declared as construction materials were inspected via an x- 
ray machine prior to opening them. Authorities arrested suspects who denied knowing that 
the packages contain contraband and are still investigating if the arrested are linked to a 
drug syndicate. However, they will still be charged with violation of the Comprehensive 
Dangerous Drugs Act of 2012. 



B. SECURITY: 

50 th ASEAN MINISTERIAL MEETING (AMM) - From August 02-08, 2017, PCTC 
personnel were deployed as operators of 1-24/7 Database at the Multi Agency Coordinating 
Center (MACC), One Esplanade, Pasay City. A total of one thousand six hundred forty four 
(1,644) names of foreign delegates and other participants were processed in the INTERPOL 
Nominal Database. A certain KAVRAKOV, Konstantin Simeonov yielded positive result and 
was verified. The subject person is under the custody of PCG9 for documentation of all his 
belongings and turned over to Zamboanga City Police Office for appropriate filing of 
charges and proper disposition. 


C. TRAFFICKING IN PERSONS: 

ANTI-TIP OPERATIONS IN MINDANAO: 

On 01-31 August 2017, the PCTC's Western Mindanao Field Office, in collaboration 
with the members of the Zamboanga Sea Based Anti-Trafficking Task Force (ZSBATTF) 
Department of Social Welfare and Development and the Visayan Forum Foundation, 
profiled/offloaded/received/and reported 09 rescued potential victims of human trafficking 
bound abroad.

PHILIPPINE DELEGATION MEETING FOR THE WORKSHOP ON THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF DESIGNATION OF PERSONS AND ENTITIES 
RELATED TO TERRORISM UNDER THE UNITED SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION (UNSCR) 1373 - On August 02, 107, DPP-PCTC attended the 
Delegation meeting at PCTC Conference Room. The agenda of the meeting is the 
preparation for the presentation and other matters concerning about the Workshop. 

FRAMEWORK AGREEMENT ON PARTNERSHIP AND COOPERATION 
BETWEEN PHILIPPINES AND EUROPEAN UNION - On August 11, 2017, DPP- 
PCTC attended the activity that focused on the discussions on the Framework 
Agreement and also discussed the rules of procedure of the Joint Committee 
provided under the PH-EU PCA, as well as to gather inputs crafting the PH counter¬ 
draft. 

WRITESHOP FOR THE FINALIZATION OF THE PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 
TO THE HUMAN SECURITY ACT OF 2007 (RA 9372) - From August 16-18, 
2017, DPP and DO, PCTC attended the activity held at ES Gallery Conference Room, 
4 th floor, Mabini Hall, Malacanang, Manila and was hosted by the Anti-Terrorism 
Council- Project Management Center (ATC-PMC). The agenda of the said meeting 
was to create a propose amendments to the existing Human Security Act of 2017 
which viewed as disadvantageous on the part of the law enforcement agencies and 
other offices that deals with terrorism. During the crafting of the said amendments, 
each agency presents its own proposal and subject for vote amongst the attendees 
to adopt or not. The PCTC is among the offices that were adopted as part of the 
support agencies of the Anti-Terrorism Council. 

TECHNICAL WORKING GROUP ON SEAFARERS - On August 18, DPP-PCTC 
attended the activity at 3/F (Executive Canteen) BDO Equitable Tower, Paseo de 
Roxas, Makati City. The agenda of the meeting is to recall the previous discussion on 
the 3 rd cycle of the Manila Dialogue on Human Trafficking. 

FINAL WORKSHOP FOR THE UPDATING OF THE NRA REPORT ON ML/TF - 

On August 24-25, 2017, DPP-PCTC attended the final workshop held at the BSP 
Auditorium, Manila. The objectives of the Final Workshop for the updating of the 
NRA are: 

1. To conduct discussion and review of the risk assessment results in order to 
further clarify, refine and align the findings; 

2. To design and review risk-based action plans, and discuss implementation 
issues, challenges and possible solutions; 

3. To discuss the strategy in the coming years, as well as formulate ways to 
further improve the quality of the NRA process and underlying information, 
date, the statistics for future rounds of the NRA; and 

4. To formulate a national strategy for the improvement of the country's 
AML/CFT systems and to prepare for the Third Round Mutual Evaluation (ME) 
of the Philippines. 
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WORKSHOP ON THE SIMPLIFICATION AND HARMONIZATION OF ASEAN 
2017 SECURITY PROTOCOLS - From August 22-25, 2017, DO-PCTC, along with 
21 representatives from member agencies of the Committee on Security, Peace and 
Order, Emergency Preparedness and Response (CSPOEPR) attended the workshop 
at Lima Park Hotel, Malvar, Batangas. Its objective is to come up with a security 
information handbook/manual simplifying and harmonizing the internal procedures 
and protocols being followed by the Joint Task Groups (JTGs) and member agencies 
of the CSPOEPR to providing security to ASEAN activities. During the plenary 
session, participants are organized into 3 groups, as follows: a) Airport group, b) 
Tour group and c) Route, Billet and Venue security group. The outputs of respective 
groups were presented to the staff of DILG/CSPOEPR and were submitted to the 
Planning Service of DILG for final review and design for security information 
handbook. 

SEMINAR ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 2002 ASEAN-CHINA 
DECLARATION ON THE CONDUCT OF PARTIES IN THE SOUTH CHINA SEA 

(DOC) - On August 28-29, 2017, DPP-PCTC attended the activity held at the Forbes 
Ballroom, Conrad Manila Hotel, Pasay City. The seminar aims to discuss the ways 
forward toward realizing practical cooperation in the South China Sea. It is also a 
follow-up to the Seminar-Workshop on the Implementation of the DOC held in 2015 
in Manila.
